College reunions never tempted me, but Pm really sorry I won't be able to get to 
our high school 50th! 

In September I had a plastic arteiy inserted in the left thigh. The day I was di»- 
charge a from the hospital blood clots broke loose, so back Iwent for surgery to remove 
them. But alas those that got below the ankle couldn't be reached and they give me a 
continuing problem. I can't walk more than a couple of blocks at a time, can't dive for 
sore than about 15 minutes , and public transportation is so bad I rarely get up to see 
my mother, who is still alive, remarkably, and remains emotionally sound. 

I would like very much to be able to see you and many of the others again . It might 
be possible if someone were driving from near here, but I can't be certain of that. I can 
ride fairly well, but I have to move around periodically. The trip from here to the 
Washington hospital, about an hour, does tire me but not -insfa too much. 

Otherwise I'm fairly active, particularly in •'Freedom of Information" litigation, 
where I ve had and continue to have national impact and establish legal precedents with 
farr regularity. Jfcr work on the political assassinations remains definitive, after all 
the years since my first (of seven) hooks. 

Oddly, Delaware, which has a course in assassination, has had no interest in ay 
books or other work. The archive I'm leaving is probably unprecedented. It is now of 
about 60 file cabinets of once— secret government records. 

I appreciate the trouble you went to to learn my address and I ■ fchqnfc- you for it. 

If yoa hear of anyone fron near here who is going and has an empty back seat (l have 
to keep my legs elevated) please let me know. If I'm up to it I'd like it very much.
